Continuation of Sgbstance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative proposed amendments to independent 
claims 53, 60, 66, and 70 to include, prior to generating the stealthy representation of a defined key, embedding a 
watermark in original goods to produce watermarked goods. The proposed amendment to claims 53, 60, 66 and 70 
further defines the key as being for extracting the watermark from the watermarked goods and modifies the production 
of the modified goods to have the stealthy representation on the periphery of the watermarked goods. In addition, 
applicants proposal included amendments to independent claims 74 and 82 further stipulating that the decoded 
defined key is used to extract a watermark from the subject goods. Examiner reviewed proposed amendments and the 
prior art of record, and indicated that the proposed amendment overcame the outstanding rejections of record. 
Examiner indicated that the search needed to be updated, and further indicated that unless new prior art references 
were discovered during the updated search, the proposed amendments would place the application in condition for 
allowance.
